10 IV. All Penalties recovered by Officers of the Constabulary by 
virtue of the Powers conferred by the Thirteenth Section of the said 
Act of the last Session of Parliament, as well as all Penalties recovered 
in Cases of immediate Arrest for any Offence committed against the 
said Act of the First and Second Years of His late Majesty, shall 
15 be paid into the Hands of the Sub-Inspector of Constabulary, or 
other Person appointed for the Purpose by the said Inspector General 
of the Constabulary Force in Ireland , and by him handed over to the 
nearest Collector of Inland Revenue, for the Use of Her Majesty, 
after deducting and paying thereout all reasonable Expenses. 

20 And wtereas fa y Section Seven of an Act passed in the Session 
of Parliament holden in the Third and Fourth Years of His said late 
Majesty’s Reign, Chapter Sixty-eight, Persons applying for any 
Licence for the Sale of Beer, Cider, or Spirits by Retail in Ireland 
are required to enter into a Bond, -with Sureties, conditioned as in 
25 such Section is mentioned, and it is expedient to relieve such Ap- 
plicants from the Burden of entering into such Bond and providing 
such Sureties : Be it enacted, That the said Section Seven of the said 
last-mentioned Act shall be and the same is hereby repealed.
